This present plan to disarm -American 
civilians is considerably different from the 
usual type of “do good” anti-gun legislation 
that is continuously being proposed by people 
who think crime can be eliminated by elim- 
inating the private ownership of firearms. 
This old theory has of course long™since 
been disproven. A criminal is not going to 
be restrained by a Jaw which supposedly 
prohibits him from owning a gun. The law 
abiding -citizen will normally be restrained 
from owning a gun if it is against the law. 
Thus, laws which make it illegal to own 
firearms do nothing except to leave the 
average citizen disarmed and at the mercy 
of any common criminal. If the criminal 
cannot buy a gun he can always steal one. 
If he does not have a gun he can use a knife 


or a club to threaten his victim or commit— 


his criminal assault. 

~ ‘The disarmament plan has been develop- 
ing for several years among a number of 
ultra-liberal professors at the University of 
Michigan. 

Notable among them are Kenneth E. 
Boulding (a foreigner who came to our 
shores to tell us Americans how we can best 
“protect” our national and individual free- 
dom). He is a member of the National Ad- 
visory Council of the left-wing Student 
Peace Union. He is co-author of “The U.S. 
and Revolution.” The sale of his books is 
actively promoted by Fellowship Publica- 
tions and the Center for the Study of Demo- 
cratic Institutions. 

Another sparkplug among the University 
of Michigan faculty for this plan is Professor 
Anatole Rapoport who was born in Russia 
and who now presumes to advise us Amer- 
icans as to how we can (through disarma- 
ment) turn a deadly struggle for survival 
into a polite “debate” with the Soviet Union. 

In 1959 a “Center of Research on Conflict 
Resolution” was set up at the University of 
Michigan using personnel whose salaries are 
paid in part with your tax money. A “Jour- 
pal of Conflict Resolution,” published and 
paid for in part by your tax money, has for 
the past six years spewed forth a steady 
stream of “peace at any price” propaganda. 

More recently, the University of Michigan, 
assisted in the formation of an “Institute 
of Arms Control and Peace Besearch,” which 
has begun publishing the Journal of Arms 


On December 17th, 1962 this disarmament 
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This installation of guided missiles with 
nuclear warheads was shown to the Military 
Attache of the British Embassy in Moscow 
when Great Britain bombed Port Said in 
October 1956, when Egypt nationalized the 
Suez Canal, and he was instructed to inform 
the British and French Governments that 
unless they issued statements within 24 hours 
to the effect that Great Britain and France 
would promptly withdraw their armed forces 
from Egypt that the Soviet Union would 
immediately release these guided missiles 
to destroy London and Paris in the manner 
that the British bombardment of Port Said 
wiped out that city.

by the Zionists in occupation of Palestine 
against Egypt. 

This installation is at the foot of the Ural 
Mountains in the Magnatogrost area.

After coming to: the United States in 1937 
he was immediately accepted into important 
government positions, especially those effect- 
ing public. opinion. on both foreign. and do- 
mestic pelicies. He. has. also served: as asso- 
ciate direetor at the School for International 
Studies;.as-a consultant for the Rand Corpo- 
ration, for the-Paley Commission, for the 
National. War College, for the Mutual. Secur- 
ity Administration, for the European Econ- 
omic Commission, for the United. Nations, 
etc., etc. Quite a record. for a man who was 
not. even: a: naturalized citizen of this country 
until 1940, 


$4,000,000 AVAILABLE 

As a result’ of this symposium these organ- 
izations now have at their disposal $4,000,000 
with the promise of more to come. According 
to.the-diseussions,. formal.and informal, that 
were held at this symposium much of this 
money will be used: 
A. To “encourage” both state and national 
senators and! representatives to introduce and 
vote for laws that will graduaily restrict 
private ownership of firearms leading to the 
ultimate: confiscation of all private arms. 
B: For the writing and “planting” of articles 
in leading magazines that play up the 
dangers of crime and accidents where fire- 
arms’ are: involved.

such a move would merely give people an 
opportunity to hide their guns away. Others 
argued that’it would not be possible to keep 


confiscation plans entirely. secret and they . 


thought most people would turn in their guns 
voluntarily when they could. receive payment 
for them rather than chance having them 
confiscated later on without payment. 

All'of this:was discussed’ in'terms of the 
State: Department plan’ for “Total Disarma- 
ment, in. a. Peaceful. World.” 

Although not listed as a: speaker, an active 
participant in these “informal discussions” 
was Robert O. Blood, Jr., 2005 Penncraft & 
Court, Ann Arbor, Michigan (Sociology De- 
partment. U. of Mich.). Blood was one of the 
signers of an open letter to President Truman 
published in the communist “Worker” Aug. 
13, 1950 under the. letter-head.of the identi- 
fied‘communist front “American Committee 
for the Protection of the Foreign Born.” He 
has been affiliated with the “Committee for 
Free Political Advocary,” the National Coun- 
cil of Sciences and Professions and other 
communist controlled organizations. 

In 1961 the United States Congress passed, 
and the Senate approved, Public Law 87-297. 
This law was signed into final effect by 
President Kennedy in November of that year. 
Under this law the United States disarma- 
ment agency was brought into existence and 
the appointed personnel of this agency were 
given full power to transfer or eliminate all 
or any part of the weapons and/or personnel 
of our Army, Navy, Air Force and Marine 
Corps. 

The general plan under which this is to be 
accomplished was spelled out in publication 
7277 of the United States Department, 
available for 15¢ per copy from the Super- 
intendent of Documents, U. S. Government 
Printing Office, Washington, (25) D. C. 

Most Americans still do not realize that 
in 1946 our Senate ratified the United Nations 
Charter as a Treaty Obligation. Since that 
time the Supreme Court has held that treaty 
law supersedes the United States Constitution, 
Thus, the United States Constitution is no 
longer the supreme law of this land. In the 
final analysis we are now governed by the 
United Nations. Charter which was written 
by two communist spies with many parts 
copied directly from the so-called constitu- 
tion of the Union of Soviet Socialist Repub- 
lics. 


U.N. TAKES OVER U.S. TROOPS 

Most Americans do not realize that a‘num- 
ber of United States Army Troops: were 
turned over to the United Nations command 
to make practice seizures of a number of 
American cities as far back as 1952, These 
and many other facts concerning the com- 
munist subversion and control of our own 
government have been carefully hidden from 
the American people.

In the New World News of February, 1946, 
there appeared the following article: 


RULES FOR REVOLUTION 

On a dark night in May, 1919}; two lorries 
rumbled across a bridge into ‘the town of 
Dusseldorf. Among the dozen. rewdy, singing 
“Tommies” apparently headed for a gay 
evening were two representatives of the 
Allied military imtelligence. These men had 
traced a wave of indiscipline; mutiny, and 
murder among the troops to the local head- 
quarters of a revolutionary organization 
established in the town.. ‘i! 

Pretending to be drunk; they brushed by 
the. sentries.and: arrested. the: ringleaders— 
a group of thirteen men and women seated 
at a long table. 

In the course of the raid, the Allied of- 
ficers emptied the contents: of»the safe. One 
of the: documents found. in it contained a 
specific outline of “Rules for Bringing: About 
a@ Revolution.” It is reprinted: here to) show 
the strategy of materialistic revolution; and 
how personal attitudes and habits: of living 
affect the affairs of nations: 

A. Corrupt the young. Get them away from 
religion. Get them interested in sex. Make 
them superficial, destroy their ruggedness. 
B. Get contro! of all means of publicity an 
thereby: 

1. Get people’s minds off their govern- 

ment by focusing their attention on 

athletics, sexy books and plays, and 
other trivialities. 

2. Divide the people into hostile groups 

by constantly harping on controversial 

matters of no importance. 

3. Destroy the people’s faith in their 

natural leaders by holding these latter 

up to ridicule, obloquy, and contempt. 

4. Always preach true democracy, but 

seize power as fast and as ruthlessly as 

possible. 

5. By encouraging government extrava- 

gance, destroy its credit, produce fear 

of inflation with rising prices and gen- 
eral discontent. 

6. Foment unnecessary strikes in vital 

industries, encourage civil disorder and 

foster a lenient and soft attitude. on. the 
part of government towards such. dis- 
orders.

honesty, sobriety, continence; faith in the 
pledged word, ruggedness.

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TMPETUS BY ASSASSINATION 
These simple “Rales for Revolution” have 


~--~never-been changed; for the simple reason 


that it has never been necessary to change 
them. They worked in France in the late 
» eighteenth century, and again in the mid 
_ Nineteenth century. They worked in Russia. 
‘They worked in Germany under the Weimar 
‘Republic which produced National Socialism 
Tunder Hitler. And those same rules are 
, working in the United States today. 

There have,. of course, been refinements 
‘of the strategy’ of application of these rules. 
The revolutionaries of our day did not cor- 
rupt the young by getting them away from 
‘religion. They were more direct: they cor- 

‘rupted religion itself. That made it so much 
easier to corrupt the young. 

When radio: and television became “means 
of publicity,” it became much easier—and 
faster—to accomplish the seven aims listed 
in: these “Rules for Revolution.” 

«But there remained “Rule C,”’ which was 
difficult of aceomplishment in the United 
States. For the very wise Founding Fathers 
wrote into this Nation’s Constitution a pro- 
‘scription against the limitation of the citizens’ 
right’ to have and! bear arms. That second 
article of the Bill’ of Rights is well known 
to-most American citizens—and the con- 
fiseation of privately owned arms has been 
a “puzzler” to revolutionary conspirators. 

One would hesitate to state unequivocally 
that the assassination of a President of the 
United States, by a revolutionary using a 
private arm, was determined as the one way 

to create the emotional climate required: in 
order to bring about “the registration of all 
firearms on some pretext, with a view’ to 
confiscating them and leaving the popula- 
tion helpless.” : 

One would hesitate to say that this “pre- 
text” was the planned murder of our Presi- 
dent. But, it can be stated without Lisk of 


denial, that the assassination has become. 


the pretext for a demand for the Federal 
registration of all firearms—and “with a 
view to confiscating them” at a later date. 

The “publicity to promote civilian. disarm- 
ing” began immediately after the. assassin- 
ation of the late President. Drew Pearson 
was quick to pick up the theme that if the 
“Anfuso Bill” had not been defeated, our 
President might still live. Senator Dodd 
quickly added new amendments to his old 
bill regarding the registration of arms. The 
conservative U. S. News & World Report 
came up with a “Front Page of the Week” 
highlighting the new drive. 

Regardless of the laws that may be wait- 
ten, an assassin will find the means to bean 
assassin. But, Jaws prohibiting law-abiding 
citizens from keeping and bearing arms 
makes it impossible for the law-abiders. to 
uphold the law against the law-breakers!

U.S. “TREATY OUTLINE” 
—SURRENDER AT GENEVA

The news that the United States Govern- 
ment had submitted on April 18, 1962, an 
Outline of Basic Provisions of a Treaty on 
General and Complete Disarmament in a 
Peaceful’ World to the Committee on Dis- 
armament at Geneva, Switzerland, came as 
a sturming: shock to those Americans who 
found mention of it in their newspapers, and 
to:most of the: Members of the United States 
Congress. This proposed Treaty offers a plan 
to surrender American sovereignty and lay 
down the military strength of this Nation 
before the very enemy who has promised to 
bury us. 

The United States Senate learned of the 
existence of the Treaty Outline when. a news 
story from. Geneva was placed in the Gon- 
gressional. Record. It stated, 

The United: States will submit to the 
Geneva Conference a plan calling for the 


‘elimination of national armies within nine 


years and their replacement by a United 
Nations force. 

When. the news broke, Senator Richard 
Russell, Chairman of the Senate Armed Ser- 
vice Committee, is reported to have said: 

This is the first time I have heard of such 
a suggestion by any official of the govern- 
ment, I. shall. oppose with all my strength 
any proposal which would disband the armed 
forces of the United States. We can talk all 
we please about various agreements, but the 
element which is maintaining peace and 
preventing a major war today is the armed 
might of the U.S.A., led by the Strategic 
Air Command. 

I do not believe that the people of the 
United States would tolerate any such thing 
as that for five minutes if made by any

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statute without regard for the provisions of 
the Constitution of the United States or the 
Bill of Rights. 

There is no definitive body of interna- 
tional law upon which the International 
’ Court of Justice may draw in rendering its 
decisions. 

The President of the World Court is a 
jurist from communist Poland and there are 
two other communists on its 15-member 
body, although the communists do not accept 
compulsory jurisdiction of the Court. The 
United States has no assurance that it will 
always be represented on the World Court; 
and its sole representative today is Philip C. 
Jessup, who in 1951 was denied confirmation 
as the United States Delegate to the United 
Nations because of his association with the 
Institute of Pacific Relations. Mr. Jessup is 
serving on the World Court as a nominee 
of the General Assembly of the United Na- 
tions, where we have one vote and no veto, 
and without the recommendation or prior 
approval of Congréss. 

The United States is now protected from 
World Court meddling in its domestic affairs 
by the Connally Amendment to the United 
States Declaration of Adherence to the 
World Court. This Amendment reserves to 
the United States the right to detérmine 
what matters are foreign and what matters 
are domestic, and therefore beyond the jur- 
isdiction of this Court. 

For this reason the American people have 
Gemanded the continuing protection of the 
Connally Amendment and have repeatedly 
demonstrated their opposition to all efforts 
to repeal it. Acceptance of compulsory jur- 
isdiction of the World Court would nullify 
the protection now provided to the United 
States by the Connally Amendment. 


ARMS CONTROL AND DISARMAMENT 
AGENCY 

Many other particulars in the disarmament 
proposals being offered go far beyond any- 
thing considered a few short years ago. 
Members of the United States Congress are 
now belatedly inquiring whether the U. S. 
Arms Control and Disarmament Agency— 
Public Law 87-297—was not actually created 
to forward the dangerous proposals which 
have been unfolded since it was established 
in September 1961, 
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The Act that established this Agency gave 
the Director powers not previously granted 
to the Administration of the then existing 
U, S. Disarmament Administration. Congress 
has a limited check on the Agency Director, 
who is answerable only to the President and 
the Secretary of State. He is empowered to 
negotiate with other nations and other inter- 
national agencies. 

President Kennedy called the new Agency 
a symbol of the importance which the 
United States attaches to disarming man- 
kind of the weapons of war. Its advocates 
in Congress glowingly described it as The 
Peace Agency, and there were those who 
voted for it simply because “You can’t vote 
against Peace.” 

The Senators and Representatives who had 
read the fine print in the bill authorizing the 
Agency took a sterner view. Congressman 
John M. Ashbrook warned that it might 
better be called The Surrender Agency. 

He said, 

The testimony is replete with evidence 
which indicates this Agency may well be 


the back door for the one-worlders to ac-° 


complish their goal of the mandatory inter- 
national world court, a repeal of the Con- 
nally Reservation, and a subservience of 
American sovereignty to some superbody. 
It is also the back door to recognition of Red 
China diplomatically .... 

By approving this bill the administration 
will have an expression of intent from this 
body which will, in my judgment, encourage 
it to make broad advances toward world 
government. 

Is that not what has apparently happened? 
And why did Congress ignore the storm 
signals that had already been hoisted? As 
long ago as March 21, 1960, an Associated 
Press release from Geneva announced that 
the Soviet bloc at the Conference was told 
that, in the last stage of the Western dis- 
armament plan, General Staffs and Military 
Schools such as West Point and the United 
States Naval Academy would be abolished. 

When the Disarmament Agency was ap- 
proved by the United States Congress, that 
body knew, if the American people did not, 
that on March 30, 1961, the Government of 
the United States and the Soviet Union had 
filed with the United Nations a Joint State- 
ment of Agreed Principles for Disarmament 
Negotiations, The goals set forth were less 
detailed but similar to those spelled out in 
the Geneva Treaty Outline. 


UNITED NATIONS POLICE FORCE 

Why did the United States Congress not 
immediately publicize and denounce State 
Department Publication 7277, Freedom From 
War—the United States Program for General 
and Complete Disarmament in a Peaceful 
World, which was released shortly after the 
U.S. Arms Control and Disarmament Agency 
was enacted into law? The verbiage is 
strikingly similar to that which is contained 
in the Geneva Treaty Outline. 

Objectives listed in this State Department 
pamphlet included: 

The disbanding of all national armed 
forces and prohibition of their reestablish- 
ment in any form whatsoever other than 
those required to preserve internal order and 
for contributions to a United Nations Peace 
Force; 

The institution of effective means for en- 
forcement of international agreements, for 
the settlement of disputes, and for the main- 
tenance of peace in accordance with the 
principles of the United Nations; (Note the 
absence of any mention of the Constitution.) 

The establishment of an effective opera-

On disarmament, Dr. Rostow, close Pres- 
idential adviser, wrote in his 1961 book, “The 
United States in the World Arena”: “It is a 
legitimate American national objective ‘to 
see removed from. all nations—including the 
United States—the right to use substantial 
military force to pursue their own interests. 
Since this residual right is the root of nat- 
ional sovereignty and the basis for the ex- 
istence of an international arena-of power, 
it is, therefore, an American interest to see 
an end to nationhood as it has been histor- 
ically defined.” 





The American people can protect. them- 
selves and their country by insisting that 
our military strength be maintained and by 
raising a thunder of protest against disarm- 
ament proposals, whose very existence 
threatens our cherished freedoms. Respon- 
sibility for our continued freedom can no 
longer be safely left to others. It is the re- 
sponsibility of every American! Let us, there- 
fore, put on the armor of freedom. Our 
weapons will be words, facts, and, above all, 
the Faith of our Fathers.
